Letter of Mr. Wise—Annexation of 


Texas. 


We copy the following letter of Hon. H. A 


WISE, in answer to an invitation to attend a pub- 
lic dinner to Hon. R M. T Hunter, at King 
William Couit House on the 20th of Septem- 
ber last, because Mr Wise is known to fore- 
shadow the wishes and intentions of Piemdent 
Tyler 
This fact gives consequence to this let- 


ter. 
Mr. Wise has probably more influence 


with John Tyler than any other man, and the 
ground taken in Mr Wise's letter fh favor of 
the annexation of Texas, especially when taken 
in connection with the lact that the Tyler organs 
are advocating the annexation ot Texas to the 
United States, shows conclusively that John Ty- 
ler ardently desires such annexation and will 
labor to promote it at the approaching session of 
Congress. 


We suppose those who have been singing lul- 


labys to our people about the annexation of Tex- 
as, will think it about time to take the back 
tracks and sound the alarm and awaken the pub- 
lic attention to a point of so much importance 
There i« no good to be gained to the United 
States by the annexation of Texas, but nntold 
mischiefs must ensue 
To annex it ha to,bur- 


then the nation to sustain slavery, and to merge 
and smother the right* ot man in »n institution, 
and to perpetuate a wiong, where, if we keep 
onr hands off, that wrong may disappear 


The South with a paitial eye looks to the ac- 


quisition of Texas as a boon. 
But they notice 


but one side of the fact If they will carefully ex- 
amine all sidea of it without prejudice and with- 
out passion they will find that their well being 
and highest happmeaj and piospenty are really 
and deeply concerned in making provison not to 
extend and perpetuate slavery,but in lessening it 
They cannot but see how tree labor improves 
and thrives whenever it is put forth, and how 
sterile and bleak slave labor appears. But so 
long as the South will shut their c\ es to this—so 
long as they will labor to extend slavery by stri- 
ving'for the annexation of Texas,ao IOHJJ sliould 
all who see the evil oppose it by word and 
deed.

tion to solve. 
It is not whether slavery shall be 


abolished in the North American slave states and 
territories, but whelher the slavery, and all the 
other institutions of the United States shall be 
touched, disturbed, or otherwise interfered with, 
in Hny manner, directly or indirectly, by Great 
Bntain, treating with third powers, against or 
without at leastour consent, or our being even 
a party to the diplomacy or negotiation which 
disposes ot our purely domestic concerns?— 
While we are contending in Virginia, that our 
own federal government itsell has not the power 
to medd'e with slavery in the states, territories, 
or districts of the Union, England is officially 
boasting that she is attempting to abolish it Ihro'- 
out the North American continent, by her inter- 
vention in the affairs ot Mexico and Texas. 


Thus the question of slavery has become at 


last a national one, and no longer remains a sec- 
tional question 
It is no longer shall the north- 


ern fanatics, but shall foreign diplomacy or for- 
eign arms be allowed to defraud or torce us out 
of'our rights? 
The northern as well as the 


southern democracy—aye, the northern as well 
as the southern Americanism of our people w i l l 
answer this question but in one way—with one 
roice 
North Amenci belongs to republics, to 


freedom and the brave who will defend it 
1 
Let 


philanthiopic kings—and princes have and pos- 
sess the \\oin-oul old world of monarchies, that 
would yoke in chains ol bondage white as well 
as black slaves—this new world belongs to a 
Liberty never known to Europe, and which Eu- 
rope would destroy under the very pretext of 
emancipating slaves' 
England's philanthiopy 


is the love ot commerce and the lust ol univer- 
sal dominion.. 
If she be allowed to interfere 


with Alrican slavery in any of its" relations 
touching our interests or institutions on this 
continent, how long would it be before she 
would control some other establishment besides 
slavery in our country? How long before she 
would Imve Mexico and Texas in the condition 
she has placed old Spam? 
And after we have 


stood supinely by and seen her avail herself ol 
the weakness of our sister republics, exhausted 
by wars with each other, to interpose in their 
settlement ot differences, how can we expect 
her not to take the lion's share of the spoil ot 
this hemisphere, as she has of all the continents, 
and of all the isles of all the seas of the world'
